CHINA. 

PERING, 

Dur Peking advices reach to the 6th of November, There 
is ‘ittle to note, with the exception of a rifle meeting held 
thee on the 27th of October, a report of which is appended. 
Th Chinese disciplined troops, to the number of two thousand, 
are still under drill, and make very satisfactory progress. 
‘Thso men have been gradually embodied, Captain Coney's 
fone having been taken as the nucleus. About five hundred 
Were reviewed some short time ago by Colonel Yonge, 67th 
Regiment, and received very flattering notices from that officer 
as to their steadiness and proficiency. 

The, foreign {residenta have started an amateur thegtrical 








company, and lately gave a most successful representation 
before the foreign Ministers and the other residents, The 
pieces played were the popular burlesque of “Vilikins and 
his Dinah,” and ‘Twenty Minutes with,a Tiger.” The acting 
was allowed on all hands to rival anything of the kind ever 
seen on any boards, in Peking or elsewhere, and the 
orchestra}{(an harmonium), under the direction of a talented 
musicel amateur, gave universal satisfaction, As to 
the rifle meeting, the day was all that could have been 
wished, the Chinese authorities lent their parade ground for 
the occasion, and the natives mustered in vast crowds to witness 
the proficiency of the foreign marksmen. All the foreign resi- 
dents turned out in full strength, and their Excellencies Chung 
Lun aad Héng-ki, of the Foreign-office{likewise put in an ap- 
pearance. The ground was kept clear by bodies of drilled 
Chinese, and an excellent tiffin was provided for the invited

onthe Ministors’ Cup was shot for by Messrs. Murray and Man, 
and won by the former gentleman, who made a centre at one 
hundred yards, Mr. Man making an outer at the same distance, 
The meeting terminated without accident of any hind, and 
besides giving all concerned in it a very pleasant day’s amuse- 
ment, proved that the foreigners in Peking are not only on the 
best possible terms one with another, but that they are deter- 
mined to keep up European pursuits even in the midst of the 
Chinese capital. The Shanghai settlers can no Jonger boast of 
being the sole representatives of English civilisation and the 
sole supporters of English sport in the Far East. The few 
lonely residents in Peking are determined to ‘emulate all our 
efforts, and gain a well-founded reputation for securing enjoy- 
ment uuder the most unfavourable circumstances, 
KIU-KIANG. 

The first cricket match which has taken place between the 
Hankow and Kiu-kiang communities resulted in the victory of 
Kiu-kiang by 22 runs. It is hoped that it will now become a 
half-yearly meeting. Hankow was unable to send down wo of 
of its best cricketers, or perhaps the result of the game might 
have been a different one. However, a pleasanter match or 
weather more propitious to the contest could not have been 
had, 

From the minutes of a meeting held at Kiu-kiang, published 
in the North China Daily News, we observe the British residents 
at that port have agreed toapply to the Home Government for 
the appointment of a chaplain ; which step is found necessary 
owing to the growing numbers of English residents, A salary 
was guaranteed of £350 per annum; and another resolution 
empowered a committee to take immediate steps “for raising a 
fund for the purpose of defraying the cost of erecting a church 
and parsonage ;” and in the meantime to procure temporary 
accommodation till such church and parsonage should be com- 
pleted. 3 


CHEFOO, 

‘The following account of the loss of H.M.S. Racehorse is from 
the North China Daily Neus :— 

“We regret to have to report the total loss of HBM 
despatch-boat Racehorse, which occurred on the evening, of the 
4th prox. in the bay of Lung-mun, about twelve miles to the 
east of Chefoo, At 8 o'clock on the above evenings the weather 
being at tho time extremely thick aud hazy, it was thought that 
the vessel was entering Chefoo harbour, to which Lung-mun 
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bay berrs a great resemblance. Similar accidents 
have occurred on previous occasions, as, for instance, 
in the case of the British barque Homer, which 
was totally wrecked there during last winter, and the 
steamer, Steafow which, under exactly similar circumstances, 
was indebted to a mere accident for preservation from destruc- 
tion. As soon as the Racchorse went ashore, the masts were 
cut away and every attempt made to lighten her and get her 
off. Thoseefforts were, however, unsuccessful, asa gale, which 
had been threatening for some time before, set in with terrific 
violence, and prevented the men from either}working at the ship 
or launching the boats. Nothing remained, then, for the 
crew to do but to fasten themselves down as best they 
could, Enormous seas continued to sweep over the deck so that 
next morning, out of a total strength of one hundred and eight 
officers and men only nine survivors were found, the rest 
having perished of cold end exhaustion or having been swept 
off the decks. The survivors are the commander, the pay- 
master, boatswain, and six sailors who saved themselves by 
taking to the last remaining boat, and drifting about for thirty- 
six hours, when they were picked up by a junk. On the 
morning after the wreck H.M.’s gunboat Jnsolent, accompanied 
by a French despatch vessel, cruized for a considerable time in 
the neighbourhood, but did not succced in picking up any 
others of the orew.” 
SHANGHAI 

The following provision for the conveyance of subjects 
sentenced to deportation has been made :— 

Whereas by Articles XX. and XXI. of an order of Her Ma- 
jesty in Council, dated June 13th, 1853, it is provided that 
British subjects sentenced before any of Her Majesty's Consuls 
to be sent out of the dominions of the Emperor of China to 
Hong Kong, shall be embarked on board any of Her Majesty’s 
ships of war or any British vessel bound to Hong Kong, and 
whereas at certain of the ports of China opened by treaties or 
conveutions negotiated since the date of Her Majesty's Order in 
Council, it has been found difficult to embark persons so 
sentenced in vessels bound to Hong Kong, the undersigned, in 
pursuance and in execution of the authority vested in him by 
Art. III, of the same Order in Council, as Her Majesty's Chief 
Superintendent of Trade for the time being, hereby makes the 
following rule :— 

Until the pleasure of Her Majesty’s Government shall be 
farther declared, it shall be in the power of any Consul or 
consular officer acting as Consul at any port in China, to send 
any British subject duly sentenced to deportation as above, to 
whatever intermediate port shall appear to him to possess the 
greatest facilities for the transmission of the persons sentenced 
to Kong Kong; and it shall be lawful for the commander or 
master of any British vessel bound to such interraediate port, 
to receive any such person on board, under the usual warrant 
addressed to the Chief Magistrate of Police of the Colony of 
Hong Kong, and to convey him ia custody to the port to 
which the vessel is bound, and on arrival to deliver 
him with the warrant to the Consul or consular officer 
acting as such at the said port: and the Consul or con- 
sular officer aforesaid shall grant him a receipt for his prisoner 
and for the warrant, and shall detain the prisoner in custody 
until a suitable opportunity for sending him to Hong Kong 
shall present itself, and shall then forward him thither in the 
manner pointed out in Article XX. of the Order in Council 
before cited. And this provisional rule sball apply to all cases 
wherein British subjects may be sentenced by Her Majesty’s 
Consuls to imprisonment at Hong Kong, us provided by 
Article XXV. of the same Order in Council.

Tho North China Herald comments on this:—*The new 
provisional rule for the conveyanco to Hong Kong of British 
subjects deported from places which possess no direct communi- 
cation with the south, will, when carried out, prove a very great 
boon to the Yangtsze and northern ports. Hitherto the 
number of European settlers at tho smaller places open to 
trado has been so limited, that it has very scldom been found 
neccesary to inflict the punishment of deportation. But now 
that the disbandment of the disciplined forces has cast a large 
number of unemployed Europeans into the midst of the forcign 
communities, auy difficulty which might possibly arise in getting 
rid of such as may proveobjectionable should be carefully guarded 

against. We need only take a short stroll through the settle- 
ments in order to prove most satisfactorily that a very large 





body of destitute forcigners is in existence, and that no adequate 
means of employient is at hand to afford it relief. Up to six 
months ago, such a sight was never seen in Shanghai as a 
foreigner begging his bread, but now unfortunately it has 
become only toocommon. Men with misery inscribed on every 
lineament sue for alms, and relate heart-rending tales of 
destitution and hardship. Want is so often the exciting cause 
of crime, that we need not be surprised if the poor 
fellows who throng our streets are compelled to resort 
to violence in order to obtain food. To many of them 
perhaps this mode of subsistence would not be new. Amongst 

the destitute class now residing here, there is doubtless a 

strong desperado element. But there are also many who 

would be glad to obtain a respectable subsistence, did any 

means of so doing present itself, This section of the dis- 

tressed class claims our most active sympathy, and imposes 

a heavy responsibility upon us. It is not necessary for us to 

enter on the discussion of any plans by which European labour 

might be made to supersede Chinese labour so far as to relieve 

the necessities of the mento whom we now refer. The thing 

could be easily done, and in the interests of humanity, as well 

as of self-protection, we trust it may be done.”

Sir,—I am instructed by Earl Russell to acquaint Her Majesty's Consul 
in China with the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown regarding the 
liabilities of the ships in disputes arising between merchants at Chinese 
ports and the captains of ships trading there, a question on which his Lord- 
ship had been requested to give a decision. 

‘The law officers hold that any question between a merchant and the 
captain of a British ship arising in China which can be the subject of a 
civil suit may be adjudicated upon by the Consul, and any judgment 
against the captain may be enforced by distress upon the ship or other 
property belonging to ‘Limeelf; but cannot be enforced by the detention 
of any ship which is not his property. The ship's Certificate of Registry 
and her other papers cannot be detained for the purpose of enforcing any 
such decision in any case in which the ship itself is not liable to be dis- 
trained for the same purpose.

The British steamer Fusi- Yama, from Japan, reports having 
had moderate weather on her passage down. Tho steamers 
Bahama, Monitor, Scotland, and several Japanese steamers, were 
in Nagasaki harbour when she left. Her dates are from Yoko- 
hama, 8th Nov., and Nagasaki, 18th Nov., but no news is re 
ported. 

It appears that the steamer Jsland Queen, which rendered 
some service to the P. & O. Company’s steamer Wepaul, has 
put inaclaim, The following is from the Daily Press :—A 
rapacious tug is coaxed alongside one of the Company's ships, 
which has had the misfortune to be stranded, and helps to pull 
her off. The master of the tug follows the steamer to Hong 
Kong and arrests her for $200,000. We thought it was 
$2,000—then we added a cipher, and now we have to add 
another. Did ever any one hear of such voracity ? The P. &O. are 
fighting the battle of the owners of the silk, as in any 
case little of the money could come out of their pocket. We 
sincerely hope that the voracious owners of the rapacious tug 
will have to chew the cud over a sweltering bill of costs. If they 
have not passed out a Lawser to the lawyers, which the latter 
know how to handle better than Captain Sutherland did the 
Nepaul’s, we are vastly mistaken. Two hundred thousand 
doilars ! It beats horse-racing hollow. 

Two Europeans were apprehended on board the Siamese 
ship Canton, from Ningpo. ‘They are charged on information 
received with the robbery of $2,000 from the firm of Messrs, 
Hart and Co. of that port. A third individual is also in 
custody on suspicion of having been an accomplice to the 
robbery. The sum of $500 in money, along with a draft for 
$400, was found in their possession. They have been re- 
manded to jail, in order to give the authorities time for further 
investigation, Several others have likewise been upprehended 
for having been engaged in the burglary. 

The burglars have again been engaged improving upon the 
drains—for, however, a peculiarly characteristic purpose. On 
Monday morning it was discovered that the godowns of Messrs, 
Camajee, corner of Peel-strect and Queen’s-road, had been 
broken into. The feat had been achieved in this way. From 
the main drain they worked underground until they reached 
the floor of the godown, through which they very ingeniously 
burned a hole wide enough for freo access to the coveted 
opium, They had thus succeeded in carrying off three chests 
ofthedrug. On information being sent to the police the drain was 
searched ; but our contemporary falls into an inaccuracy when 
he says the man’s head seen peeping up from it was that of a 
thief, as it was one of the constables getting a mouthful of fresh 
air: the burglars are by no mcans the men to fall into any 
such a mistake as to show their heads from a drain in broad 
daylight. In the drain, however, a number of implements and 
a quantity of other stuff were found ; and the drain itself was 
very dangerously choked up with rubbish, which had been thrown 
up by the burrowing through the carth. ‘Two-thirds of the 
stolen property was recovered by the police on the premises of 
Tam Achoy, 

The trial of the eleven men of the 99th regiment is ad- 
journed. The charge has been reduced to “ riot.” We should 
say that, from the evidencefadduced, there is not much likeli- 
hood of the prisoners being found guilty.

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SIAM, 

‘We have dates from Bangkok to the 17th November. 

The price of Rice continues to increase (we find it reported 
under date of the 14th), and good cargo is to day up to 90 ticals 
per coyan. Paddy is up to 79 and 80. There are rumours 
abroad that the sale of paddy has been interdicted, and several 
rice boats have returned back up country. During the famine 
in 1844 prices went up to about the present rates, and the 
King was obliged to import several cargoes to keep the people 
from starving. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Acting Consul had been engaged in 
an enquiry, not yet ended, into a mysterious case of an attempt 
to scuttle the British barque Euphrates, 

Siam (observes the Siam Times of the 17th) affords an 
extensive field for cotton culture. In 1848 we made a tour 
into the upper districts, where it is principally grown. We 
were peculiarly struck with the fine appearance of the plant, 
and admirable adaptation of the soil to its culture. It was 
then, and still is, principally grown by Hainan Chinamen. 
The consumption of Siam cotton, until two yearsor so 
past, was mainly confined to Hainan. It is still largoly 
exported thither. The favour with which some ex- 
portations of ‘this country’s cotton has been received 
abroad, and the great demand for the article, leads to the 
inquiry, how is it possible to extend its culture? We have 
seen some fields cultivated by the Siamese, but they bore no 
comparison with those worked by Hainan Chinamen. The 
Siamese succeeded better in growing rice. Where one class or 
race of people has successfully produced any article it is good 
‘economy to encourage its increase, if possible, by them. We 
know that the island of Hainan is thickly populated, and doubt- 
less multitudes would be glad to emigrate to Siam and engage 
in the culture of cotton, were the means and opportunity 
afforded them. Let men of enterprise take this subject into 
consideration, and see what can be done to increase immigra- 
tion, and extend cotton culture in the fertile and extensive, but 
now waste lands in Siam. 

On the 9th November Dyer and Co. reported eight arrivals 
and only two departures. Our shipping list continues to grow, 
and where it may stop it would be hard to tell. We have now 
in port 101 merchant vessels, of about 32,300 tons register. 
Of these vessels, 32 are British ; 8 Bremen ; 14 Danish; 14 
Hamburg ; 3 Prussian; 4 Hanoverian; 3 French; 1 Olden 
burg; 1 Russian; and the remainder Siamese. Many more 
are said to be on the way. 

His Majesty the First King, went to Ayuddhia in his steam 
yacht Royal Sovereign on the 4th November, accompanied by 
his princes, nobles and Government ofticers, to make the annual 
visit to the royal Wats in the old city and vicinity. He returned 
on the morning of the 7th, and left again on the 9th, accompa- 
nied as above, to visit the ancient temple of Phra Phradhum, 
at Laconchasri. This wat or temple is supposed to be the 
oldest Buddhist monastery in the country., For some time past 
his Majesty has been repairing, rebuilding and greatly enlarging 
it. While its general aspect will be improved, it loses much 
of its ancient appearance and consequeut historic interest, His 
Majesty has done much to rebuild and restore old places, which 
is very gratifying to tho people. The Second King has re- 
turned after a short excursion down the gulf. 

An interesting letter on “ Railways to China” appears in 
the Siam Times. It will be seen that our contemporary in the 
few comments appended treats the writer as an authority, hold. 
ing the offer of his Majesty’s elephants as real and abiding. 
The letter is as follows — 


Sir :—It is rumoured among people of other countries that the King 
of Siam is very shallow minded, and easily persuaded into all European 
things and business, and is greedy of fame and praise. Whoever 
persuades him to purchase or do anything, why he purchases and does it 
all—therefore somebody is trying to persuade him to make a railroad to 
China. 

When the difficulties were made known to them on a former occasion, 
they would not credit it, but still believed it could be done, and again 
troubled his Majesty with the subject. If the person who brought up the 
subject still thinks his Majesty is fond of praise, we know that that person 
is fond of fame and pays more regard to idle reports than to those who 
speak the truth. 

If for the various reasons concerning this subject, those persons who 
have proposed it think a railroad should be made to China, let them 
get up a subscription and engage an engineer to come to Siam, and give 
him authority to go and make a survey for the road first, and know for a 
certainty where ould be mac ind how it should be done, and how 
much it will cost, Let the engineer first make his report, and then we 
will believe. His Majesty will (urnish elephants and give protection from 
Bangkok, through his dominions to Hluang Phrabang; but he cannot 











furnish the means to pay his passage and salary, he fears it will be 
wasting money. He is also fearful that the engineer Will 
get intoxicated and fall into the river and be drowned, or on 
account of change of climate die of dysentery, or from travelling in the 
jungle may die of jungle fever, the same as many others have done, and 
thus the business prove a failure, and the money wasted. His Majest 
of opinion that it will be better to hire mechanics to come and do astoni 
ing things, the benefits of which can be sooner reached, He is willing, 
however, to furnish elephants free of expense within his own dominions, 
but when they have arrived at the territor of the Cochin Chinese, or 
Laos Lur, or Haws, he cannot. These distant people are wild men of 
the forests, and easily excited; they will not listen to the voice of the 
Siamese, and you cannot astonish them with anything that you may say. 
The Cochin Chinese now fear the French ; if you can get their assistance 
perhaps you may succeed. 

If the Siamese, or the Laos belonging to them, should accompany the 
engineer with elephants, we think the Cochin Chinese called Kao. and 
the bill tribes, will seize the elepbants and take all the people captives. 
The Laos Lur are tributary to the Haws and the Burmese; notwith- 
standing this, the persons who are employed, some by the Haws and some 
by the Burmese, if they come and oppress them too much they are met 
and killed in the road on their return, This contre Feary Even in the 
capital of the Laos Lur themselves, and the principal places under them, 
they are often on good terms for a time and then at enmity. If the orders 
of their governor pleases them, they will obey; if not pleased they go to 
war, and their governor has had to flee, and take refuge in other countries 
several times. 

‘The Haws are under the Emperor of Peking, and are a race of Chinese 
very easily excited, and do not know anything. If, therefore, foreigners 
desiro to have the road surveyed by engineers, it would be betier to 
have one engineer start from China and meet the one from Bangkok at 
the town of Hluang Phrabang or Wiang Chan, 

Even if there is wealth enough in the kingdom, and money sufficient 
in the Royal Treasury to make a railroad to China, the Government 
officers who receive a salary of only one and a-half or two catties (£15 
to £20) willJnot want to serve; for what can they do? They will not receive 
money enough to support them. It is to be regretted that the persons 
who urge this subject give credence to idle rumours, and will not believe 
the real truth. 

Foreigners came and asked permission of his Majesty to dig a large 
canal across the Malay peninsula from Krah to Ranong and the 
mouth of the Chumpon (Pakchan( river, that steamers and sailing 
vessels might pass through and shorten the distance to and from 
China. After his Majesty had given permission to perform the work, an 
engineer came and surveyed the country, who reported that it being very 
difficult, on account of the rocks, to dig a canal, it would be better to 
make a railroad, and tranship goods from Krah to Ranong and mouth of 
the Chumpon River, and vies versa ; and asked for a grant to thateffect, 
which the Siamese authorities gave. 

From that time to this nothing has been done. What are they afraid 
of that they do not do it? Has his Majesty hindered them? Are the 
Europeans, who come from a country abounding in wealth a hundred or 
a thousand times more than Siam, afraid to invest their money ing 
railroad of only twenty or thet miles? Is this the reason it is not done ? 

When inquired of they say that the people of Singapere are jealous, 
and will not permit it to be done. The Singaporeans are an enlightened 
people; why should they prevent it? Will the Cochin Chincse 
Fale Kao, the Laos Lar and Haws, who are barbarocs, permit one to be 
made? Do the persons who urge this subject think that the King of 
Siam, can persuade them to give their consent? If they would have 
followed the King of Siam, we think he would have had them for 
dependencies and pay tribute long ago. 

‘At the lose of the Siamese year Marong 1218, agreeing with the 
Christian Era 1856-7, the foreign community united in calling meetings 
and getting up a written paper similar to a newspaper, which they did 
every Saturday for several weeks, bnt had not the means to 
print it, Sometimes it was written by Mr. Hunter and some- 
times by Mr. Porter. In one of these papers it was stated that the 
foreign community are agreed that it is not pleasant for them to locate at 
Sempeng und Kawkkwai, mixed up with Siamese, Chinese and other 
races, as there will be frequent quarrels and difficulties arising amongst 
them} and besides, there are no suitable landings for ships to come up to 
anchor, discharge and receive cargo at the-e places. There is also much 
time lost, and it is difficult to sail up and down; and furth ccording to 
the treaty, foreigners are not permitted to purchase land¢within four miles 
of the city; they can only rent. It would be a good thing if all foreigners 
were permitted to build storehouses and wharves, and establish a town by 
themselves at a place called Bangna. It will be near 
for merchants who import goods for sale, and even if goods 
are brought from a distance above, they are easily floated down by the 
current, Goods that foreigners purchase can be stored in the warehouses 
until shipped, and whatever goods are brought for sale, there will be only 
Europeans to purchase, so that there need be no strife with the Chinese, 
As for all kinds of light valuable imported articles, such as are sold in the 
floating houses and shops, @ canal could be dug straight from Bangna to 
the city, thus cutting off the bend of the river, and the boats could be 
towed by buffaloes or horses, in a manner called by the English «+ Navie 
gation Inland,” and thus easily bring them up to the traders in the city, 
This desire of theirs they thought his Majesty would grant. 

This written newepaper containing the above was presented to his 
Majesty, who gave command to say that at Bangna the water was salt, 
and it was difficult to get fresh water. Should foreigners locate there, 
would they not suffer for want of fresh water? The reply was, “ No 
matter, with houses built as they are in Singapore, having ‘eave-troughs 
around them, they could catch plenty of rain water, so that they need not 
fear trom salt water. In digging the canal from Bangna, if there is fear 
of the salt water coming up to the city, locks with gates can be made, and 
at flood tide close the lower end, leaving open the upper gate, and when 
it is full then shut it and keep the water in, so that it can be used at both 
high and low water, 
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er remaining silent for several days, the Borneo Company, Mr. 
Gilfillan at the head, Hamilton Grey and Co., Mr. Wilsonne at the 
jointly addressed a letter to the ter of Foreign Affairs 
req to have the subject brought before his Majesty, andasking him 
to assist in purchasing a place at Bangna, that they might put up their 
storehouses at once, and also urging the Government to hasten in digging 
the canal, and making a road from Bangda to the city. His Majesty 
eonsulted with his high officers, who approved of the plan. He therefore 
requested the Minister of Foreign Affairs to assist in purchasing two 
places at Bangna, which cost about 300 ticals each, one of which 
was given to the Borneo Company, and the other to Hamilton 
Grey and Co. His Majesty also caused a canal to be dug, and a road to 
be made straight from Bangna to the new canal called Padong Krung- 
kasame, which cost between 200 and 300 catties (say $12,000). As for 
the two places which were given, one to the Borneo Company, and the 
other to Hamilton Grey and Co., both Mr. Gilfillan and Mr. Wilsonne 
were much pleased at first, but after receiving the land they remained 
silent, and to this day have not done anything. The places still be- 
long to them. In this affair the Royal treasures were wasted, were they 
not? The canal is of some use to people who go through it, but it isnot 
of any benefit or advantage to the Government or to trade. This is an 
example to show that it will not do to hastily follow what the foreign 
community say, less money be spent uselessly, as in this case. 

With reference to the railway to China, it may be well to have an en- 
gineer who is acquainted with surveying and map-making to come, ex- 
amine the route, and make an estimate. Even should there not be a rail- 
road made, we should know something of the state of those distant wild 
hilly countries which would be of some use. But if his Majesty should o 
gage to pay the passage and salary of an engineer, we fear he would take ad- 
Santago “aad chuige ovat a. Ground’ Gollan 6. tacatl, thinking his 
Majesty so very fond of European improvements; should he get intoxi- 
cated and be drowned, or die of dysentery or jungle fever, the money 
would be spent uselessly. If the foreign community would get up a 
subscription and hire one, we think they will get him cheaper. His 
‘Majesty will furnish elephants and people to accompany, assist, and 
protect him in his own dominions to Muang Phra Bang, but he cannot 
protect him against the jungle fever. 

If the foreign community desire a specific against the jungle fever, let 
them address his Majesty the Second King to graciously give them one, 
and perhaps they may get it, for his Majesty is not afraid of the jungle 
fever, but can travel all seasons, both wet and dry, even into the great 
jungle Phrayafai without,fear.—I am Sir, yours truly, Wouan, 

Our contemporary remarks on the above :: 

“ Why the parties interested do not go on with the work of 
making a railroad we du not know. The delay does not prove 
that it will not be done. We believe, however, that a ship 
canal will yet be made. There is too much dclay and injury 
to goods in trausshipping, to cross the peninsulars and isth- 
muses by a railway, and it is hoped no money will be invested 
in a railroad across the Malay Peninsular at Krah until it is 
more definitely determined that a ship canal cannot be made. 
Of the railroad from Siam to China we have but little more to 
say. The noble and generous offer of his Majesty, to furnish 
elephants and protection through his dominions, to enable 
engineers to survey the route, is all, under the circumstances 
that can be asked. Let time and circumstance decide when it 
will be proper to make the survey, and commence the work, 
In regard to the proposal to establish an European town at 
Bangna and cut a canal to the city, it never met our approval. 
We suggested at the time that a canal {cut{from Daokanong 
(nearly opposite tho lower end of the new road) to the village 
of Paknam would meet the interests of trade much better. A 
road and telegraph must ere long be made from Pangkok to 
Paknam, ard then the one formed by digzing the Bangna canal 
will be of great service. It is gratifying to sce that his Majesty 
is alive to the interests of tho Royal Treasury, as well as that 
of trade, and desires to confine public expenditure to objects of 
real utility.” 




















MALACCA STRAITS. 


SINGAPORE. 
* Dates hence are to the 3rd December. The London mail of 
the 26th October, arrived out on the 1st December. 

The French mail steamer Jfydaspe, that left Singapore at 
seven o'clock on the morning of the 24th of November, ran 
aground on the Pan Shoal, at the top of high water at nine 
o'clock on the same morning, going at the rate of ten knots an 
hour. She was on her way to Batavia, on her first trip from 
Singapore thither with the French mail from Europe. The 
Dutch steamer Java camo up to her two hours after she got on 
shore, and remained by her for some hours; but all 
attempts to move her off proving fruitless, the Java 
proceeded on her voyage, receiving the mails from the 
Hydaspe, and taking tho news of the accident to Rhio. His 
Netherlands Majesty’s steamers Apeldorn and Dassoon 
proceeded to the reef, and made ineffectual attempts 
to get the vessel off, The Dussoon was then despatched 
to Singapore to get six tongkangs loaded with bamboos 
to ach as floats, Tho Rideman steamer, of tho British 


Navy,'was also despatched from Singapore on the 25th to render 
assistance. Small hopes, however, were from the first en- 
tertained of getting the Hydaspe off, in consequence of the fore 
compartment (which was full of water) not being built suffi- 
ciently high to keep the water off the lower deck ; and as there 
were n0 bulkheads on the deck to prevent its flowing down the 
after hatchways, should the tide‘rise high enough to allow of 
its doing so, it followed that the only hope of keeping the ship 
afloat was by building a bulkhead on the lower deck stroug 
enough to prevent the water going aft. The Rifleman came up 
to Singapore late on the evening of the 26th to procure the 
materials and carpenters for the purpose, avd left directly they 
were on board. The bulkhead was nearly completed on the night 
of the 28th, but at 11 px. the midship compartment of the 
ship had made so much water, through an unusually high tide, 
that the engines were unable to keep it down, and it eventually 
put the fires out. Under these circumstances the ship had to 
be abandoned, and the Rifleman left on the morning of the 
29th. ‘Ihe Rainbow arrived with boats on the evening of the 
Ist December, and the next day, at daylight, commenced strip- 
ping the wreck. The vessel’s stern had sunk down so that at 
low water the water nearly covered the deck as far as the 
mainmast, while the bow was high upon the rocks, She 
had also taken a strong list to port, so that the seas broke clear 
over her. Some valuable property, however, had been got out 
of her, consisting of a steam crane, force-pumps, chains, anchors, 
yards, &., so that the purchasers of the wreck, continues the 
‘Straits Times, “can scarcely be losers by the venture. By the 
Dutch steamer;Java which arrived this morning (Dec. 3) it is 
reported that the vessel had disappeared altogether. We can 
scarcely reconcile this, however, with the fact of the Rainbow 
still remaining away, and the report has since been contra- 
dicted.” A Dutch gunboat arrived at the. shoal the same night 
as the Rainbow did, to renew the two beacons which had dis- 
appeared, but it is said that nothing but a good stone beacon 
will stand at the exposed north-east part of the reef. 

Sir James Brooke has added a sister ship to the Rainbow to 
his marine. ‘The Heartsease was launched from the yard of 
Messrs. Buyers and Robb, the builders, on St. Androw’s Day, 
being the second steamer that firm has sent out to assert the 
ship-building repute of Singapore. The launch was witnessed 
by most from the deck of another steamer also builling for 
Borneo. ‘fo Mrs. Crookshank, the wife of the representative 
of the Sarawak Government, devolved the duty of christening ; 
the Bishop of Labuan standing by at the time, as also Mr, 
Crookshanks. 

The Straits Times has an article advocating the immediate 
construction of a line of telegraph to connect Penang with 
Singapore, as a useful and probably remunerative line in itself, 
and one forming a span on the great highway of telegraphic 
communication with the Far East, “which will hasten our 
communication with Europe, and certainly prevent any short- 
cut departure from our doors.” 

A case involving charges on two counts, viz, assault’with a 
criminal intent, and assault against the master of the British 
ship Africana had been investigated. The stowardess of the 
ship"was prosecutrix. From the details of the evideuce given 
by the husband of the complainant, and subsequently by other 
witnesses, there appeared to have been an assault committed 
during the passage down from Melbourne to Hong Kong on the 
prosecutrix by tho captain. After Mr. Atchison had closed his 
case for the defence, the magistrates retired for a few minutes 
and on taking their seats on the bench were heard to say that 
they were of opinion that an intimacy did take place 
before and after the alleged assault between the 
defendant and the prosecutrix, and only on one occasion a 
resistance was made ; that their worships were unable to state 
why this resistance was made ; that the assault on the second 
count was satisfactorily proved, and that under the circumstances 
the magistrates fined the accused 100 rupees, or the alternative 
of four months’ imprisonment. The fine was paid, 

An “Hydrographic Notice,” coutaining tho results of tho

the Rifleman, in order to ascertain the set of the current. They are 
made of bamboos cut in 6 to 8 feet lengths, and lashed round a spar to 
which a weight is attached; on the upper part of the spar a long 
bamboo with a distinguishing flag is fastened, which can be 
seen in the clear weather from six to eight miles. Captain Gilham 
of the Shenshah lately saw one, which he took to be a rock, in lat. 6. 
42° N., Long. 108. 19° but asthe description of the supposed rock 
exactly answers to one of the beacons, viz. “a small black rock 5 feet 
under water, with a bamboo sticking up in it; a heavy swell at the time 
and no breakers,” we concluded it was the beacon that drifted off the 
Vanguard Bank from lat. 7° 84’ N., Long. 109° 44’ E., the current 
having set it to windward 99 miles in 18 weeks, 

Cocoanut sprouts were planted on Amboyna Cay and Spratly 
Inland. Of the latter (evidently identical with Storm Island 
of Horsburg) it is said :—“Spratley Island in the months of 
June and July swarmed with turtle of a very fine description. 
Large numbers were casily taken. They possibly may frequent 
the island at other seasons. The average weight of those brought 
on board was 300lbs, They are easily turned over by two or 
three men on the beach, in the evening or night ; aud occa- 
sionally in the day time. They are apparently identical with 
the green turtle of Ascension Island. Immense quantities of 
their eggs wero found in the sand on the S.W. side. Fish 
‘were numerous, but very few captures effvetod, Sea-birds’ eggs 
(in June) literally covered the ground.”

JAPANESE CURRENCY. 

We find unmistakable traces of the underhand dealing of the 
Japanese Government in currency matters, in the announced 
rarity of itzebues at Yokohama, at the very time when t 
is affecting to give an impetus to forcign trade. Thus to the 
compulsory submission to an exchange of Mexican dollars for a 
coin which is no part of the currency of the islands, and two 
pieces of which merely give us the same dead weight in silver 
and alloy, must be added the evil of an arbitrary supply, lead- 
ing to an injurious fluctuation, the amount circulating at the 
ports at one time deserting at another, hastily recovering some 
unkoown but prescribed averago limit. It is essential that these 
negotiations include a complete understanding as to tho basis 
of our future mercantile transactions. We have no evidence 
that Sir Rurnerrorp Acock has modified his views on the 
currency question, or we might find in the enforcement of a 
demand that the terms of the treaty which gave an exchange of 
three itzebues to the dollar should be complied with, and this, not 
in itzebues especially manufactured for the purpose, but in the 
currency of the country, one of the most efficient means of 
Imperial interference with foreign trade would be removed, 
The theory of maintaining the sovercign right of an Emperor 
to determine what shall or shall not be a legal tender, urged on 
this point by Sir Rutuerrorp, might apply to any country rather 
than Japan, where sovereign rights are shadowy and undefined, 
and ongagoments aro mando with the secret intention of vio- 
lating them, It is simply exchange we ask for, the exchange 
of the Mexican, now stamped by Japanese officials with the 
mark of three itzebues for the coin of the country. The real 
objection is not that we would get an undue value on the 
exchange, for Mexican dollars themselves carry a premium, 
which would be enhanced did they circulate in the interior, but 
that the operations of trade would be facilitated, and that the 
native dealers, mostly with limited means, would become more 
extensive purchasers of our manufactured goods. As it is, the 
heavy discount on the Mexican dollar at the Imperial mint 
Places us under the discredit of introducing a depreciated cur- 
rency. It is most essential, too, if our trade is to be materially 
enlarged, that the prohibitive price placed on copper should be 
removed. We can bring this article from any quarter of the 
globo to Yokohama cheaper than we can purchase it there, 
whereas tit is known to exist in abugdance and to bo easily 
mined, The extraordinary impetus given to tho culture of 
cotton on the permission accorded to cultivators to forward it 
without restriction to the foreign ports, sufficiently indicate the 
eficcts of a similar privilege as to copper. Let mining industry 
be bue fairly excited, and Japan at once enters on a new career. 
‘The influx of light Mexican dollars at Yokohama, and the 
recrimination and inconvenience thus occasioned, constitute 
additional cause for regret that the mint of Hong Kong destined 
to become the chief supplicr of a silver currency not only for 


China but the whole Eastern Archipelago, should uot be in 
operation, 





























OUR FURTHER PROGRESS IN JAPANESE MYSTERY, 
Tue insight latterly afforded into the internal political con- 
dition of Japan, enables us to estimate with tolerable accuracy 
the efficacy of the means at our command to secure for the 
future a proper regard for treaty rights, and to prevent the 
formal concessions that have been or may yet be made from 
being neutralised. It may be supposed that on the outbreak 
of the Simonoseki hostilities the Tycoon had already resigned 
himself to the idea of secing the empire exist in fragments, 
On the making of the treaties in 1858 an ebb and flow of 
power between Miako and Yedo was clearly porceptible, ren- 
dering it difficult to determine which of the two potentates 
controlled the Council of the Empire; since then, both the 
spiritual and temporal authority would appear to have un- 
dergone decadence, and we find that theologic chicftain 
Crosmiu seeking to subordinate the former to his poli. 
tical aims. The danger which impended rendering the 
tenure of the Tycoos'’s power insecure, was not only the 
formidable and increasing strength of too powerful Daimios, 
but the foreign recognition of their pretensions to treat 
as well as fight with us as sovereign Powers. The Japanese 
nation has the merit, rare among Asiatics, of adapting itsclf to 
the ideas and entering into the activity of the West; but a 
Government that stauds still when the country has reached 
a point of organisation impelliug to further development ; that 
instead of applying itself to vitalise by new purposes and 
fresh agencies the whole political framework, mainly concerns 
itself with enforcing those restraints on industry still within 
its power, could have no other fate, if left to itsclf, than that 
of a stranded wreck left high and dry. A Saracen or Tartar 
ruler with an empire thus showing every sign of disintegration 
from the weakening of old cohering elements would have 
resorted for a remedy to foreign war, to give expansion to 
that martial spirit which is vivid, bold, and desperate in the 
Oriental, when the secret of awakening it is found; but this 
insular emyire finds no lands to conquer, and the sword if un- 
sheathed, is turned against herself. It may fairly be doubted, 
after all, if the Tycooy’s fear of the extension of foreign rela- 
tions is not greater than for Daimios aiming at territorial ag- 
gression and seeking to revive revolutionary associatious. The 
true character of those expressions of delight, poured into the 
ears of the foreign envoys, at this unlocking of the Simonoseki 
Straits, are not to be misunderstood either by Japanese or 
foreigners, any more than were the carefully worded inuendos 
in the plays of ArtstorHaNes by the Athenian audiences 
before which they were performed. True to that Asiatic 
assumption which ever seeks to make capital out of the 
exigencies of circumstances, and acting as though the whole 
naval and military force of Western Powers in those seas 
were at his beck, the Tycoon procecds to cancel exemp- 
tions from residence in Yedo that had been granted to 
the more powerful Daimios,—a suicidal act, strengthening an 
already formidable combination, and which is sugzestive of a 
disposition to exercise the most unlicensed and remorseless 
despotism, if only opportunity allowed. The mistrustful 
temper of the Daimios, their secret jealousies, and widely 
different, introduce elements of weakness into all their combi- 
nations ; and a truo appreciation of the interests both of his 
dynasty and the country on the part of the Tycooy, would 
have suggested an enlargement rather than curtailment of 
privileges, more especially as to foreign trade. Our power will 
be best shown in neither directly forwarding nor opposing 
any internal movement, but by urging on the Tycoon the 
giving ascendancy to those commercial considerations which 
will provide the best means of reconciliation and of union, 
We have covery confidence that an extensive and friendly 
intercourse, not simply with the rulers, but the people of 
Japan, will, in no long period, bo realised. To suffer tho 
energies of the country to expand with force and freedom is 
plainly the only mode of securing for Japan internal tranquillity, 
and the effect of true civilisation, With her various popula- 
tions capable of distinguishing themselves in mumberless 
branches of skill and industry; imbued, too, with an un- 
corrupted spirit of respect for constituted authorities, the 
means exist for such a reorganisation as would drive away that 
innate, restless spirit of discontent which, if left to itself, can 
only produce pestilential fruit.

Paris: Librairie du Magasin Pittoresque—Tho 
new part of this valuable work, under tho general head of 
“ Customs,” contains chapters on the Social Life, the Theatres, 
Ceremonies, Private Life, Public Instruction, and Agricylture of 
the Chinese ; with additional Notes on Conveyances, Arithmetic 
and Measures, Pawnbroking Establishments, and on the Com- 
merce of Chinain 1863. A few preparatory words warn the 
reader that all these subjects are rather glanced over than fully 
discussed ; and it must be admitted that the illustrations—all 
spiritedly engraved after Chinese drawings—form the main 
attraction of the present section of the book, which when com_ 
plete will form a stately and ornamental volume. The illustra 
tions are in such number and excellence in the part now under 
notice as to entirely condone for any deficiency of interest or 
novelty in the letter-press. M.de Lauture often indulges in 
reflections apropos to his subject which are sure to fix the 
attention, either by their originality or their bold expression of 
views opposed to the theory iu vogue. There is a good deal of 
justice in the following remarks on the metric system :— 
. The origin of the ideas that govern us is ‘often humble or obscure: 
rhaps the decimal system came to us from China as exhibited by the 
jesuits. It must be regretted that those who were its promoters, 
pure theorists, were ignorant of the most common facts: they 
ushered into the world new measures, christened in dog-Latin and bad 
Greek, taking for departure the ten-millionth part of aline whose exact 
ngth is not yet known. There was in their work somewhat of the useful, 
Dut with a little more study they might have done better. Inferior States 
took our measures with our fashions; America, under John Adams, criti 
cised them more severely: Napoleon himself, not finding in them what 
there should have been, abolished them by decree, Had they heen better 
informed, the learned authors of the new metres would have seen that the 
entire world was using measures almost alike; they would then have un- 
derstood that those measures had a reason for their existence, and that the 
point was not to divide the day into ten hours,—or what is more ridiculous 
still, to engrave on the map of France a new division of the circle,—but 
to give to France a uniform foot, and to propose to the nations this new 
foot, but slightly different from their own, and with which, in ordinary use, 
it might easily be confounded. There are natural and universal measures 
that might with facility be brought to one type. by having recourse to an 
international and neutral congress: such are the foot, the ounce, and the 
pound, the acre and the arpent, and still more the fathom and the ton, 
common to all mariners; with the geographical mile, an exact division of 
‘a degree, the only ineasure of distance that geography and navigators 
can recognise. ‘To such measure as these should an intelligent legislator 
confine himself, in place of seeking out artificial types and decorating 
them with barbarous names, the half of which have already become obso- 
lete.

Functional Diseases of the Stomach, Part I. Sea Sickness: 
Its Nature and Treatment. By Joan Cuarman, M.D.—Messrs. 
Trubner, of Pateruoster-now, have just published a pamphlet 
bearing the above title, which it is incumbent on us to 
notice as a matter of news—for grateful news it will be to many 
a sufferer, that the agony of sea-sickness can be prevented, 
or immediately removed. We shall not pretend to pass a 
judgment on the inductive reasoning that led Dr. Chapman to 
fix on the remedial means he recommends and may be said 
even to guarantee. Suffice it to say that for professional 
readers those reasons are given and fairly argued out, and that 
cases are narrated in which the topical application advised 
proved thoroughly successful. The treatment proposed is the 
followin; 


















‘The inevitable conclusion from all the facts and arguments of the pre- 
ceding exposition is that the only scientific and really effective remedy 
for sea-sickness must be one which has the power of lessening the amount 
of blood in the whole nervous centres along the back. This, as I have 
proved, can be effectually done by lowering the temperature of the spinal 
region by the application of ice. A formidablelooking remedy L admit; 
bat when it is judged of by the aid of experience it ceases to terrify, and, 
on the contrary, is found decidedly agreeable. Ice applied in bladders, or 
by any of the ordinary methods, would undoubtedly occasion great dis- 
comfort, would constrain the movements of the patient, compelling him 
to remain for the most part in one position, and, in fact, could not be so 
applied as to insure success. It is necessary, first, that the ice be kept 
in contact with each region of the spine, the upper portion of the ice 
being prevented from falling down as the melting procceds ; secondly, 
that the application do not extend far on each side of the spinal cord, 
otherwise the patient will become cold ; thirdly, that having regard to the 
comfort of the patient, the mouth of the bag containing the ice be so 
effectually closed as to prevent the water from escaping as the ice melts; 
fourthly, that the mouth of the bag be as wide as the bag itself, in order 
that the bag may be easily and rapidly filled; fifthly, that without any 











Instructions are given as tothe mode of filling the bags, and 
the best manner of applying them to the person, and properly 
constructed bags have been patented both for England and the 
Continent. The proposed remedy has certainly this remarkably 
good quality—that if found injurious or even disagreeable to 
the patient, it can be instantly removed and the effect must 
cease almost immediately. So much cannot be said for potions 
taken internally. 
The Chinese and Japanese Repository for December opens 
with a paper on the Topography of the Kiangsu Province, 
which contains the two important cities of Nanking, the ancient 
southern capital, and Shanghai, the great emporium of modern 
trade. Next we have a continuation of Mr. Consul Swinhoe’s 
interesting description of tho Island of Formosa; followed by 
“ Directions for the cultivation of Cotton, especially in the dis- 
trict of Shanghai,” translated from the Chinese Encyclopedia of 
Agriculture. There is also a curious collection of Chinese 
“Sententious Sayings,” with a list of the 28 constellations 
forming the Chinese Zodiac. The number is wound up with 
the completion of the Editor's very valuable contribution on 
the grammar of the Japanese language. We extract the fol- 
lowing from the description of Formosa, trusting that the want 
of a good survey will not have to be complained of in tho 
December of 1865 :— 
‘The dangers and difficulties of the Formosan coast, with the aid of the 
best surveys, cannot be exaggerated. It is true compazatively few ships 
it the coast with a view fo trade, but vessels bound up and down the 
China coast have too often to lie over to Formosa. With the increasing 
traffic wrecks yearly multiply ; and yet the Government takes no steps 
to evrvey the island. With the exception of a few special notes we may 
say that the greater part of the Formosa coast is unknown. T have been 
assured by adventurous masters of vessels that there are good and safe 
harbours at the south cape of Formosa, and probably some on the lower 
portion of the east coast.. The advantage that such would afford, as places 
of refuge in stress of weather, to vessels availing themselves during the 
north-east monsoon of the gulf stream beyond Formosa, cannot be too 
strongly advocated ; and yet, with all the fine ships at their command lying 
idle in Hong Kong harbour, the Admirals have turned a deaf ear to this 
project. 
A little incidental notice of the difficulties with which com- 
merce is frequently impeded in China deserves reproduction :— 
It is singular that in a country noted for its produce of camphor, like 
Formosa, it was almost impossible to purchase an ounce of the drug in 
the shops. So jealously guarded is this article by the Taotai, who claims 
the entire monopoly of its sale, that the druggists have to petition him in 


a body to be permitted to purchase a picul for distribution among them- 
selves to retail. Powder and shot are also contraband goods at Taiwan-foo. 


Macmillan's Magazine for January begins the year well, 
Everything is good from first to last, Lord Hobart winding up 
with a short but pithy paper on “The Finances of France and 
England,” which docs him infinite credit, containing, as it does, 
reflections worthy of being treasured up by every thinking man, 
—The British Army and Navy Review keeps up the prestige 
acquired by its later numbers. ‘The narrative of a“ Carolina 
Loyalist” is a reminiscence of the Old Revolutionary War bap- 
pily saved from oblivion. “The Apparatus of War” is evi- 
dently from the pen of one who thoroughly loves and under- 
stands his profession; while Mr. Serjeant Burke’s series of 
“Celebrated Trials” gives us this month one of the most 
important in our military history, that of Lord George Sackville. 
All the other articles are completely identified with the spirit 
of the services, aud can hardly be too well spoken of,

With the 31st Dec. in sight, the discussions about the 
Budgets have been continued with zeal, and terminated in the 
Second Chamber of the States-General yesterday evening. The 
debate respecting the Budget of War touched chiefly on our 
system of defence and our fortified towns. Prior to the debate the 
Minister had, in a general secret committce, given the necessary 
explanations, and also explained the opinion of the Government. 
‘The demolition of many of our fortifications was recommended 
from various sides, and though there are nopositive promises, yet 
the Minister has announced that it is bis intention to dismantle 
Bergen op Zoom. ‘This chapter was finally passed by 41 against 
24 votes. The Budget for Colonial Affairs was next brought ou 
for discussion. You can easily imagine that the carly depar- 
ture of the mail docs not leave me time to give you a com- 
plete alystract of the debate, which lasted five days. Therefore 
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I shall for the present only give a few of the principal points, 
more especially becauze, as you will sce afterwards, the debate 
has not yet quite finished, 

The Conservatives began the attack, Messrs, de Brauw, van 
Goltstein, Wintgens, Schimmelpenninck, Hoffman, Meyer, 
Bochussen, and van Zuylen fiercely attacked the colonial 
policy in general, on the ground of the discontent existing 
everywhore in India, and of the certain loss of the batig slot 
(rovonues of the Indies). Mr. Viruly Verbrugge commented 
on one point only, and wished for an improvement of the 
scholastic education in India. Some Conservatives showed 
more confidence in the Ministry, and declared that they would 
rather postpone giving their opinion, because they felt a 
conviction that India wanted reform in a liberal sense. Not 
one of the Liberals spoke in the beginning of the debate to 
deny tho alleged mal-ndministration. In the sitting of last night 
the Minister of the Colonies answered all the speakers, the 
one after the other, in @ masterly spoech, which lasted nearly 
three hours. 

The debates about the Budget will now commence in the 
First Chamber of the States-General, According to our con- 
stitution they can last only seven days. The budgets must be 
approved or rejected before the 31st. 

‘Mr. Groen van Prinsteren is going to resign his seat as repro- 
sentative in the Lower House, in consequence of ill-health, 
Shortly after this was known we heard of the death of Mr. S.

SINGAPORE. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Sin,—Mr. John Crawfurd, formerly Governor of Singapore, and a 
rson subscribing himself + R," have already remarked on a paragraph 

which appeared in The Times of the 13th December, and although very 
cursorily criticised, enough has been said by them to completely disprove 
the unwarrantablé and false assertions contained in the said leading 
article. 

‘The article in question had too much the favour of the Westminster 
Hotel for any one to doubt from what quarter it emanated, and therefore 
there was little chance of Tht Times inaerting letters from individuals 
exposing its fallacies. : 

he retention, however, of Singapore under the Supreme Govern- 
ment of India, which has been plundering its community for very many 
years (for its own purposes), is not the only grievance of whieh the com- 
mercial and proprietary population have to complain, by which their 
interests are likely to suffer. 

‘The British flag was hoisted at Singapore, and the settlement founded 
by Sir Thomas Stamford Raffles, in the year 1819, and a proclamation 
issued by him declaring ita free port, which was approved and confirmed 
by the then Supreme Governinent of India. 

In 1828 Sir Thomas Stamford Raffles gave grants of land to such 
persona as pleased to apply for them, and further engage to build upon 
them, thus to form the town of Singapore, and, to induce individuals to do 
so. he issued a second proclamation, again declaring the settlement a 
free port, and made sundry regulations for conducting its trade, ‘This 
also was approved and confirmed by the Supreme Government. 

Subsequently, to give confidence to the commercial settlers, also to the 
builders and founders of the town, a proclamation or document was 
published prohibiting for the future any duties being levied on the trade 
and commerce of Singapore. 

Now the grievance of which I as well as many others complain is, that 
Sir Charles Wood, without any just or well-founded ground, has taken 
upon himself to annul that prohibition, thus laying the’ settlement open 
to the infliction of duties at some future period, 

Ue has done it on the plea that the Chamber of Commerce required 
him to do so, for the purpose of raising funds to establish a Harbour 
‘Master's Office, &e. This plea has been proved to him to have no founda- 
tion in fact, as the copy of the correspondence between the Chamber of 
Commerce and the local Government very clearly establishes, which 
copy has been sent to him. 

The free settlementof Singapore has quite difficulties enouzh to en- 
counter in competing with the several Dutch free ports established in its 
vicinity and among the Eastern Islands, and the iniliction of duties would 
drive the native trade and resident native shopieepers into the arms of the 
Dutch. 

‘The settlement has for many years 
most unjustly exacted from it by the 
now being reclaimed, and which it is confidently expected the Govern- 
ment will be obliged to refund, which of itself will prove that the settle- 
ment hitherto has. can, and in future will be able to pay its way, even if 
saddled with the deficiencies of Penang and Malacca,

THE IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT, 
(North China Herald.) 


It is singular that, notwithstanding its material weakness, the Chinese 
Government contrives to maintain unimpaired the suzerainty over neigh- 
houring States which it acquired in former days, under more energetic 
emperors. The Talelama of Thibet. though nominally the chief autho 
rity, is actually subject to the civil governor appointed from Peking, and 
through Thibet all the Indo-Chinese races the Himalayan frontier are 
kept under Chinese influence, Bhootan pays an annual tribute, and 
Nepaul is believed to continue to acknowledge to the present day the 
supremacy asserted by Kien-lung after he had repelled the Goorkha in- 
vasion of Thibet. Siam continues to send its tribute of rice, and the 
Corea acknowledzes such complete subjection that, as appeared from a 
recent announcement in the Peking Gazette, its sovereigns are crowned by 
Chinese delegates. Not the least singular instance of the influence which 
the empire still exerts, is the fealty acknowledged by the kingdom of Liu- 
chiu, of which also proof was given in a translation from the Peting 
Gazette which appeared in the North China Herald of the 28th] May. 
The tribute-bearers from this island sovereignty had, it was stated, arrived 
in Chekeang and begged to be permitted to proceed to Peking to salute 
the present, and worship the manes of the departed, Emperor. Formerly, 
the Liu-chiuan envoys proceeded to the capital as a matter of course, but 
in the 10th year of Hsien-fung, and since the accession of Téung-chi, the 
route has been closed by rebels, and by the alteration in the channel of 
the Yellow River, which has destroyed the Grand Canal ite 
neighbourhood, and they have been debarred from the inesti- 
mable privilege of prostrating themselves at the fect of the Brother of 
the Sun, Now, however, that the districts bordering on the latter stream 
have again been reduced under the Imperial sway, a return to the former 
custom has become possible, and the Peking Gazette to which we allude 
mentioned that the Emperor had referred the pressing request of the en- 
voys to be allowed to visit him to the decision of the Board of Rites, 
with the remark that it appeared reasonable. The report of the Board 
of Rites was not made public; but a few weeks ago some gentlemen, 
travelling along the Grand Canal towards Hangchow, met five large boat 
containing the persons of the Liu-chiuan Ambassadors and the arrears of 
tribute, on their way to the capital. While professing to concede an in- 
terview with the Emperor as a favour, the inese Government could 
not adopt @ more certain method’ of maintaining their prestige 
and impressing the Liu-chiuans with a sense of their power. To people 
accustomed to the narrow limits of their own islands, the journey of 
several weeks’ duration through the heart of the empire, cannot tail to 
convey an exaggerated idea of its extent and power, and of the hopeless 
ness of any atteinpt to cast off their allegiance, should the idea of attempt- 
ing such a step occur to them, But the Chinese Government is not the 
only one to which, if the imperfect information which can be obtained on 
the subject may be credited, the Prince of the Liuchius owns fealty. The 
prince of Satsuina is believed also to claim an authority over him, more 
direct even than the Emperor of China; and the propinquity of the Lius 
chiu islands proper to Japan renders it extremely probable that he does so. 
It would be equally easy for Satsuina to take possession of one of this 
group as a material guarranteo, us for China to exert moral pressure on 
one of the Madjicusimahs, in case the Prince of the Liu. 
sigs of insubordination ; the former group being as near K

THE TAIPINGS. 


(To the Editor of the Standard.) 

Sia,—As an admirer of the different tone of your journal, allow me to 
call your attention to a leading article in yesterday's issue of The Times 
apparently upon the demise of the Anglo- Franco-Manchoo legions hitherto 
infesting the treaty ports in China, the disbandment of which mercenary 
battalions is announced by the last mail from that country, 

Being an old resident in that distaat and little understood empire, 
having traversed during the last four years every inch of Taiping te 
tory, and thereby become thoroughly acquainted with the so-called *long- 
haired robbers "of your contemporary, I take the opportunity to notice 
several facts that have evidently been forgotten during the composition of 
the leading article in question. 

In the first place, it opens with a delightful little series of suppositions 
which might have been given well-known facts. Doubtless to those 
who have “always most earnestly advocated” the bolstering up of the 
Manchoo Government (a Government its most ardent supporters have now 
discovered is incapable of regeneratin), the prosecution of aggressive war 
upon China in order to force our trade and peculiar views upon her, and 
the extermination of the Taipings because they might have interfered 
with the due receipt of the indemnity” for the last war, the opium 
trade, and our commercial interests, it is unpleasant to acknowledve that 
their machinations have termmated in comparative failure. But why 
state realitivs—numerously declared by our late Minister at Pcking, and 
also by Mr. H. N. Lay, C.B., the late Inspector.general of Chinese cus- 
toms—as mere anticipations of evil ? 

Exchanging the fictitious Chinese Minister of The Times, * San-pan 
wang.” for the real personage, Prince Kung, every rightly Chinese in 
formed Englishman would render the conclusion of the amusing, if aot 
candid, anecdote of suppositions thus :—"* He mizht conclude by assur- 
ing the Assembly * (ie. the members of the Manchoo Government), 
“that these merce bands ” (Major Gordon's, Colonel Cooke's, Gene- 
ral d'Aguibelle’s, and others, being now unnecessary, have been dismissed 
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and that China is now free to indulge her own pleasure . <<, 
go back to the ancient exclusive policy of the last reign,” (and not) “to 
Pursue the newer course which has been adopted under the temporary and 
adverse pressure of recent times.” 

When the prime agents of that policy which the great and unbiassed 
journal has “always most earnestly advocated,” write to this effect (see 
Extract of ‘8 despatch from Sir F. Brace, respecting smainlenance of 
treaty rights in China," and other despatches, and pp. 18, 20, 83, 87, &c., 
of * Our Interests in China,” by Mr. H. N. Lay, including a letter from 
Captain Sherard Osborn, R.N., ” sad varlocs daleten by Sir F, Bruce), 
how is it the public are not satisfied with a more substantial appearance of 
these facts in The Times? 

Before leaving the San-pan-wang anecdote it is necessary to notice the 
statement— that the provinces which were lately the scene of the rebel- 
lion have recovered their green and fertile aspect: that the places of the 
murdered men have been filled . . . .” The late desolation and 
massacres have been effected by Major Gordon and other mercenary 
legions while carrying the uncontrolled horrors of Asiatic warfare among 
the Bible-reading Taipings, toeffect their extermination, or, as The Times 
hasit, the “ pacification of the country by the expulsion of the Taipings.” 

Passing on to the definitely-stated part of the article, I find that after 
very correctly touching upon the absorbing mercenary spirit of the 
Shanghai land proprietors, this passage occurs :—“* And the crowd, which 
in their agony of fear paid so well for their protection, is gone back to 
cultivate cotton, and silk, andrice, and tea.” This, if unexplained, seems 
to imply that the cultivators of such produce had been driven to Shanghai 
by the Taiping rebels; that, consequently, these staple productions had 
been neglected, but, that, upon the defeat of the Taipings, the people had 
returned to cultivate cotton, silk, tea, &c. Any such inference would, 
however, be grossly incorrect. The whole of the valuable silk districts 
were entirely under the control of the Taiping Government from the 
summer of the year 1860 until the summer of 1864, and during this 

riod the exportation of silk from the producing districts very largely 
Increased, attaining, at the close of the season of 1861, nearly the larzest 
amount ever exported from China in one year, viz., 88.112 bales, which, 
until Major Gordon’s and other mercenary contingents carried war into 
the interior, constituted very little more than the average. 

T have travelled throughout the silk and tea districts when they were in 
the possession of the Taipings, and found them always fully peopled, and 
those valuable productions diligently cultivated; while, beneficially 
affected by the moderate taxation of the insurgents’ government, the trade 
seme carried on with a much greater freedom than under the Manchoo 














if people have been required from Shanghai to cultivate the mulberry 
or tea plantations, it must be to fill the places of those unfortunates who 
have lately been slaughtered by the bloodthir:ty colleagues of Major 
Gordon. “The Times’ "article states:—“ For the moment there are no 
more massacres and no more fires, and in the name of humanity we ought 
all to rejoice that by small and comparatively little cost we have been 
able to produce a result which, however it may work upon the 
policy of a barbarian Court, has at least restored a vast tract of country to 
industry, and has given happiness to many millions. of our fellow- 
creatures.” If there are no more fires and no more massacres then Major 
Gordon and his compeers have rested upon their arms, blood-stained as 
they are by such treacherous massacres as those perpetrated at Suo-chow, 
Ka-sing-foo, Chang-chow-foo, &e. I have wandered through hundreds 
of villages, once tenanted by crowds of happy, well-to-do Taipings, but in 
the winter of 1863 I have passed through each village and into each 
house, and have found as one result’ of the policy we have lately 
pursued in China, the whole of the wretched inhabitants starved 
to death, or those few yet living eking out a fearful existence by crawling 
among and devouring the bodies of the dead; therefore, I for one, can- 
not rejoice ‘tin the name of humanity.” Certainly, although having 
lived in the districts referred to by The Times during the last four years, 
1 am at a loss to know where the “ vast tract of country ” that is stated to 
have beon “ restored to industry” can be situated. And if our policy 
“has given happiness to many millions of our fellow-creatures ” it has 
given death or unhappiness to a far greater number. 

From the leader of The Times it appears— Eventually the samo 
causes must produce cognate results ;" that is to say, that the corrupt 
Manchoo Government, despite our murderous attacks upon the Ts 
rebellion, * the organi 
drive the oppressed Chinese into another insurrection ; this seems an all- 
sufficient argument against our hostility to the Taiping movement—a 
movement of a crushed people against a tyrannical foreign dynasty, 
which in analogous cases, such as that of Poland, Italy, or Hungary, has 
found the warmest sympathy and aid from Englishmen. 

Intending to shortly again address you upon the same subject, I trust 
toyour impartial columns for the insertion of these few protests against 
the animus pervading the leader of The Times.
